370.oori. and for the colored schools, 
$6,035.000; or $4.92 and $2.21 per cap- 
ita respectively. 
Since 1871 
these 


states have paid for public education 
about noo.OOO.OOO, over one sixth of the 
amount going to the education of the 
colored people. 
The ratio of whites 


and colored in Florida is 9.2 to 7, the 
expenditures for 
educational 


poses being 15.64 and $1.69 per capita 
respectively. 


"The higher institutions of learn- 


ing are being more liberally provided 
for than formerly and their reflex In- 
fluence is being felt in many quarters. 
Florida supports a state university, a 
state agricultural college, a state nor- 
mal school and a state normal .and'in- 
dustrial school. 


"'It has been said that had there 


been public schools 
throughout the 


south during the first half of the last 
century, there would have been no 
civil war. 
Certain it Is that the fra- 


ternizing of the school masters!and the. 
business men of both 
sections has 


done much-towards bVpaking down sec- 
tional prejudice and class animosity, 
The migration of many wide-awake 
business men and mechanics from the 
north and the Inauguration of number- 
less industries all over the south has, 
as everybody knows, produced a great 
industrial revolution.

Justment, if not a social revolution, 
also followed. 
With plenty of work 


came peace and contentment. 
The 


race problem was 
forgotten in the 


slumber that followed an honest day's 
labor for which an honest dollar had 
been 
received. 
There were some 


idlers of course, there were

hrawles, some loud mouthed 
politi- 


cians, some walking delegates of satan 
here and there, but the masses of the 
people had been hungry and muted 
and were glad to get regular work and 
to have an abundance to meet the 
demands of their simple lives.

Deny Race Question.

and my sympathies for the colored- 
people were greatly aroused.

now one. hundred per cent higher, and 
comparatively few of them are with- 
out more or less regular work.

Several 


former northern men. assured me that 
their property, .including their chick- 
ens, is just, as safe , as it was in .the 
north and that they have no more 
fear of disorder or harm than In the 
peaceful plains and villages' of the 
nor'west. 
They remember that jails 


and criminal courts do not exist for 
nothing in the. land of their fathers. 
Of course there are localities where 
such a rosy condition does not exist, 
but they are not so numerous as .might 
be imagined.

Democrats In Local Affairs. 


"Much of the character of a com- 


munity depends upon the man ' who 
controls its leading industry.

"I was impressed with the continued 


. indisposition of the nativti hackwooos- 
&n»en and farmers, -cottoqujally known 
as Crackers, to affiliate and assimilate 
with the northern, element, which has 
gone In'to every part of ''the state. They 
live, socially speaking, almost as far 
away from them as they do from the 
colored people.

are usually quite simple and primitive, 
but they are progressing and the pub- 
lic schools will eventuauy complete 
the process. ' The northern element 
is probably more influential in Florida 
than in any other southern state.

The new library building may possi- 


bly be opened by May first. The mem- 
bers of the library board would like to 
have all the work finished by that time. 
Unless there is delay on account of the 
furniture not getting here, the building 
will probably be ready to throw open 
to the public at the time stated. 


The plastering has practically all 


been finished and as soon as the stacks 
for the books arrive they will be put in 
place and the floor laid. The walls are 
yet to be flnis,hed and decorated and 
there is the wood work to be finished. 


The board at the next meeting will 


let the contract for grading and sod- 
ding the yard. 
This will be done early 


In April so there will be a nice stand 
of grass this summer. 


The fountain, which is cut from a.blg 
block of stone which came from South 
Africa, was made smaller than it would 
have beer, according to the specifica- 
tions. It would take six months to have 
a new one made, and if the one which 
has been made can be used without 
spoiling- the general effect it will be ac- 
cepted. This matter has been referred 
to the architects.

A. R post presented a report showing 
the amount of transportation he .had 
given old soldiers and the number of 
burials at which assistance had been 
given. 


Some persons did not 
understand 


how the commander of the post could 
give assistance at the expense of the 
county. 
There is a state law known 


as the BogarJus law which provides 
that the commander of a G. A. R. post 
can act in the capacity of overseer of 
the poor when assistance is neded by 
old soldiers In cases of sickness and 
death and It Is under this law that 
the commander of the post frequently 
acts in assisting old soldiers.

Champs-Elysees in Paris; and suppose, 
further, that this avenue was border- 
ed by the palaces of American million- 
aires—silver kings, petroleum kings, 
and other monarchs. In that case New 
York would possess. a 
central artery 


worthy of the city and the renown of 
which would be world-wide.

THE FIRST MAYOR OF THE CITY OF DECATUR 


COL. JOHN PRATT POST WHO RECENTLY DIED IN DENVER 


John P. Post, who recently died 


at Denver, was elected the first 
mayor of 
Decatur Jan. 7, 1850. 


The old record books In the of- 
fice of the city clerk tell of the 
election and of the organization 
of the first city council. 


The book in which the minutes 


are written is a very old one. The 1 > 
eaves of the book were once blue i| 
paper, but the color has nearly j i 
faded away and a quarter of an 
nch of dust had gathered on the 
top edges of the book. 


The 
first 
part of the book 


shows the 
minutes 
of 
the 


meetings of the board of trustees 
of the town of Decatur. 
After 


a. few blank pages comes the 
minutes of the first meeting ot 
;he city council of 
the city of 


Decatur. 


This meeting was held In Jan- 


uary In the office of Post & Post. 
The new mayor, John P. Post, 
>resided. The men elected to nepr 
he different wards in the council at 
he same time Mr. Post was chosen 
is mayor were as follows. First ward, 
franklin Priest; second ward, B. O. 
Smith; third ward, T. R. Gorin and S, 


Ohr; 
fourth ward, J. J. Balientine 


and H. Taylor. 


The record book published by the 


authority of the city council in 1S78 
hows that 'these were the aldermen. 
The written records in the city clerk's 
ffice show that at the first meeting 
mly Mr. Gorin and'Mr. Priest 
were 


present 
besides the 
mayor. 
They 


-resented their certificates of election 
nd their oath of office was admlnis- 
ered 
by 
William Prather, 
county 


udge. 


The city marshal, city clerk and at- 


orney nlao took the bnlh of office, and 
he clerk was instructed to obtain from 
he board of trustees the poll books 
nd papers of the late election. There 
lot being a quorum of the aldermen 
no business was transacted and the 
ouncll adjourned till 7 p. m., the same 
light. 


At the, 
night 
meeting Aldermen 


Smith and Balientine took the oath 


f office. The city clerk was Instructed 
o procure a seal for the city and col- 
ect all property of the city from the 
joard of trustees and 
the council 


dopted a scroll as a corporation seal 


until a seal could be obtained. The 
marshal, street 
commissioner 
anu 


ther cliy officers were instructed 
to' 


give bond for the faithful performance 


f their duties, and the council decided 
o meet the second Monday of each 
month. 
.• 


After this one meeting was called 


vhen there was not a quorum and sev- 
ral short meetings wej-e held. 
All 


if these minutes were signed by C. C. 


Post, who was attorney and clerk for 
the city. 


The records show that as the meet- 


ings were lield from time to time the 
council had about the same kind of 
trouble that the members of the coun- 
cil have today. Several amusing thJngK 
show In the records. 
There was an 


order for an ordinance to license bil- 
liard tables. 
William Martin offered 


a petition for the opening of a. street 
and William A. Barned presented a pe- 
tition asking that the city dig a pub- 
lic well In the city square and'that tho 
city appropriate a suitable amount of 
money for the purpose. 


Mr. Post was succeeded as mayor by 


William A. Barnes In 1887. 


Colonel Post.Is well remembered by 


the older citizens of Decatur. 
He wan 


very prominent in the early history of 
the city and wan a brother of the lato 
J. S. Post, an early lawyer of this city 
and father of Bunn 
J. Post. Colonel 


Post had a distinguished military rec- 
ord, 
having been a member of Colonel 


E. D. Baker's regiment In the Mexi- 
can war and a lieutenant In the com- 
pany of which the late R. J. OHlesby 
was a lieutenant. He served through- 
out that war, 
participating 
In . o 


siege and capture of Vera Cruz and 
the battle of Cerro Gordo, after which 
he returned to this city 
to 
teach 


school and mart-led Miss Katherlne L. 
Kaufman In 1851. 


From 1853 to 1858 he served as post- 


master and at the breaking out of the 
civil war he enlisted 
in the Eighth 


Regiment 
Illinois volunteers, 
being 


made major. 
He was taken .prisoner 


at Fort Donalson, but afterward ex- 
changed and became the colonel of bin 
regiment. 
When his three-year term 


of enlistment expired he re-enlisted in 


the One Hundrd and Forty-first Il- 
linois and was made commissary, be- 
ing finally mustered out of the ser« 
vice at Memphis In 1865. 


Colonel Post went to Colorado In 


1871, 
settling first at Central City and' 


later at Georgetown, where his fellow. 
citizens honored him with election to 
various offices, he 
having filled the 


positions of mayor and of police mag- 
istrate. Colonel Post was an uncompro* 
mlslng republican after 1864. 


With' His at Alderman. 
Joseph Mills served in the second 
city council as alderman from th«( 
first ward. The term of Mayor Post 
having expired, he was chosen as th» 
representative of tbe fourth ward In 
tbe council. 
Mr. Mills said that h* 


knew John P. Post quite well but 
could not say anything of him except 
that he was one of the foremost and 
progressive citizens of Decatur at that 
time. 


Knew Him Immediately. 
D. L. Bunn was 
Intimately 
ac- 
quainted with John P. Post. Speaking 
of the first mayor of Decatur Mr. Bunn. 
said: "Perhaps 1 knew him at that 
time as Intimately as any man in Da* 
catur. 
He was appointed postmast«T 
by President Buchanan in 1866 and I 
served a year under him as deputy 
postmaster. Then I became a teacher 
in the public schools. I remember th« 
election when he was chosen mayor. 
There was considerable interest In that 
event. 
Judge Whi. Prather was th» 
opposing candidate. Both were demo- 
crats. There was no Issue that I now 
remember and no politics except that 
each man had announced Independent: 
iy as a candidate for the office, each, 
one wanting to be the first mayor of 
the city. It was merely a question of 
Post or Prather and the formor won. 
The night of the election there was 
a dance at the old Revere House which 
stood on Franklin street at the cor- 
ner of Prairie. Both Post and Prathor 
were there. They were good friends 
then as they had been prior to tho 
election. 
There was no 111 
feeling 
engendered and that night we all had 
a Jolly time. 
"I don't remember what business ha 


WDS engaged in prior to his appoint- 
ment as postmaster but my recollec- 
tion in that perhaps he was a scllool 
teacher. 6000 after 
his 
retirement 


from the postoOlce the war broke out 
and h« went out as major in the old 
Bighth regiment. That woa the on* 
of which Richard J. Oglesby was col- 
onel. 
He was promoted and Franlf • 


L. Rhoades became colonel. 
Ha, re- 
signed and J. P. Post was made colo- 
nel of the regiment. Post waj Captured 
by the confederates and for a. long 
time was a prisoner. I

When he was exchanged h* 
came home and in a few yean went 
to Georgetown; Col., where he re- 
cently died.

PURCHASED BY THE CITY, 


The purchase' of Pairlawn park by 


the city from Mucoo county was a 
most desirable consummation both for 
city and county. 
Mayor Shilling Is 


entitled to credit for pushing this sale 
to a successful conclusion. This park 


IB almost as valuable to the people of 
the country as to the city. 
Its free 


use is invited by the city authorities. 
It Is almost inconceivable that any su- 
pervisor should feel it his duty to op- 
pose this sale. It is to be used exclus 
ively for park purposes and when It is 
used otherwise it reverts to the coun- 
ty. With such a provision there should 
have been little objection to conveying 
It for a mere nominal sum. The final 
agreement on $8,000 as the price i& sat- 
isfactory although it might tuu'e been 
less .without doing loience to the rights 
of either party. 
The city was pay- 


ing a rental of $200 per year. 
The 


terms of the lease originally were $100 
for the first ten years, 1300 for the sec- 
ond ten years and $300 for the third 
ten years. 
There are 37 years yet to 


run and the rental that would be paid 
In that time woulA be $4,400. This 
will be saved by the Immediate tianb- 


fer. 
Only $3,600 over and above the 


rental which would have been requir- 
ed to complete the lease will be neces- 
sary for the city to pay. 
As the de- 


ferred payments are without inteiest 
the transaction is a favorable one to 
the city as well as to the county. 
If 


the council makes the usual appropri- 
ation for park (purposes or even a 
slightly larger one the payments can 
be made without any material increase 
In taxation. There ought never to hive 
been any line between city and coun- 
try In this matter. Heretofore, Super- 
Visor Johnston from Austin has advo- 
cated the.transfer on reasonable terms. 
It was very gratifying to find Super- 
visor Hurlburt of Mt, Zlon ready to 
accept the city's new proposition of 
$8,000 and have the matter settled 
for all time;

March S says "that no Intoxicating 
iquors of any character shall be sold 
within the liral£s of the capital bulld- 
ng of the United States." 
No pen- 
alty for violation of the law Is pro- 
vided, and while penalties are .desig- 
nated for the violation of other parts 
of the immigration law it Is thought to 
)e a question whether the new provia- 
on will prove effective. 
It is suggest- 


ed that lawyers and Judges may have 
:o struggle with the law to dcterm- 
ne whether any means can be found 
to prevent the sales and enforce the 
statute. 
It was declared a day or 


two ago that drinka were still being 
sold at the house end of the Capitol 
and that there was no evidence of any 
ntention to cease. 
It was claimed 


that no notice had been given the 
proprietors of the House reitaurant to 
discontinue the sales. 'The house "res- 


taurant Is under the direction of the 
speaker and the committee on public 
buildings and grounds, but since the 
adjournment of congress there Is "" 
speaker and there is no committee 
public buildings and 
grounds. 
The 


clerk of the house Is the head officer 
and if anybody at the Capitol haa au- 
thority to direct the cessation of liquor 
sales it is he. 
The provision In the immigration bll 


prohibiting the sale of liauor at the 
Capitol was put there In 
rather a 


unique way. 
It went in the bill or 


motion of Representative Landle, 01 
Indiana, who olereJ the 
amendment 


when some member, criticising his at- 
titude on the question of saloons ai 
immigrant stations (which Mr. Landis 
opposed), asked rather 
banteringly 


why he did not put In an amendment 
to the bill shuttinu off the sale of 
liquor in the Capitol. 
Mr. Landis was 


"game" and sent up the amendment at 
once. 
It has been asserted by soma 


that the house passed this bill with 
the attached amendment on the theory 
that the senate would, of course, kill 
it. 
On numerous other occasions the 


house took action on this same ques- 
tion in the same wsvy and the senate 
as promptly killed the 
amendments 


This time, however, the senate failed 
to do wh.it was expected and 
the 


amendment was allowed to remain.
